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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/ Restrictions 



1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-4, drawn to the flocked transfer, classified in class 428, subclass 90. 

II. Claims 5-17, drawn to first method of producing an article with a flocked 
surface, classified in class 156 in various subclasses. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the process as claimed 
can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed 
can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant 
case as shown by Applicant there is more than one way of making the flock transfer, as shown 
Applicant could for simultaneously coextrude the flocked surface, adhesive and release layer 
and then laminated it to the thermosetting hot melt film and subsequent substrate. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Ms. Molly Kocialski office on 05/20/2002 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group 1, claims 
1-4. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 5-17 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as 
being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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Claim Objections 



5. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: There is a semicolon in 
what the Examiner believes should be the word pattern. It appears that this is a 
typographical error. Appropriate correction is required. 



6. The drawings are objected to because it appears that Applicant is describing Figure 4 
on page 5, lines 14 onwards however, there is no statement stating this. Additionally, Figure 
3 is never mentioned. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

7. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference character "5" has been used to designate both the flock and release agent. A 
proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

8. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 3 and 7. A proposed 
drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the 
reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 1 12

10. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 4 recites the limitation "thermosetting film" in line 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Claim 4 depends from claim 3, 
which simply recites a thermosetting hot melt sheet. Applicant is suggested to either amend 
claim 3 to state film or amend claim 4 to state sheet. 



1 1 . Claims 1 -3 are allowed. 

12. Claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

13. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Other than the objection to claim 1 and 112 issue in this application, there was no prior art 
found that teaches or fairly suggests a flocked transfer consisting essentially of a release 
sheet, a release agent and flock adhered to the release agent forming a transfer, said 
transfer is adhered to a substrate by a thermosetting hot melt film.
